(I) one or more surface-active substances selected from disaccharides which are 
esterified with one or more fatty acid residues; 

(II) one or more surface-active substances selected from 

(lla) glycerol esters of saturated or unsaturated fatty acids; 

(Mb) glycol esters of saturated or unsaturated fatty acids; and 

(lie) branched and unbranched alkyl alcohols having from 12 to 40 carbon atoms; 

(III) a water phase; and 

(IV) from 0 to 5 % by weight of a lipid phase, based on a total weight of the preparation. 

13. (new) The preparation of claim 12, wherein the preparation comprises from 0 to 3 
% by weight of the lipid phase. 

14. (new) The preparation of claim 12, wherein the preparation does not comprise a 
lipid phase. 
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15. (new) The preparation of claim 12, wherein (I) comprises disaccharides which are 
esterified with one to four fatty acid residues. 

16. (new) The preparation of claim 12, wherein (I) comprises a sucrose ester. 

17. (new) The preparation of claim 12, wherein (I) comprises sucrose which is 
esterified with one or more alkanecarboxylic acids having from 8 to 20 carbon atoms. 

18. (new) The preparation of claim 17, wherein the sucrose is esterified with at least 
one of lauric acid and myristic acid. 

19. (new) The preparation of claim 12, wherein (Ma) comprises glyceryl monoesters of 
monobasic fatty acids having from 8 to 30 carbon atoms on the average. 

20. (new) The preparation of claim 12, wherein (Mb) comprises glycol monoesters of 
monobasic fatty acids having from 8 to 30 carbon atoms on the average. 

21 . (new) The preparation of claim 12, wherein (lie) comprises cetylstearyl alcohol. 

22. (new) The preparation of claim 12, wherein the preparation further comprises one 
or more acrylate/alkyl acrylate copolymers. 
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23. (new) A cosmetic or dermatological preparation comprising 

(I) one or more surface-active substances selected from 
(la) alkyl glucosides; and 

(lb) disaccharides which are esterified with one or more fatty acids; and 

(II) one or more surface-active substances selected from 

(lla) glycerol esters of saturated or unsaturated fatty acids; and 
(lib) glycol esters of saturated or unsaturated fatty acids; 

(III) a water phase; and 

(IV) from 0 to 5 % by weight of a lipid phase, based on a total weight of the preparation. 

24. (new) The preparation of claim 23, wherein the preparation comprises from 0 to 3 
% by weight of the lipid phase. 

25. (new) The preparation of claim 23, wherein the preparation does not comprise a 
lipid phase. 

26. (new) The preparation of claim 23, wherein (lla) comprises glyceryl monoesters of 
monobasic fatty acids having from 8 to 30 carbon atoms on the average. 

27. (new) The preparation of claim 23, wherein (lib) comprises glycol monoesters of 
monobasic fatty acids having from 8 to 30 carbon atoms on the average. 
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28. (new) The preparation of claim 23, wherein (la) comprises compounds of formula

30. (new) The preparation of claim 23, wherein the preparation further comprises one 
or more acrylate/alkyl acrylate copolymers.

(I la) glycerol esters of saturated or unsaturated fatty acids; 

(lib) glycol esters of saturated or unsaturated fatty acids; and 

(He) branched and unbranched alkyl alcohols having from 12 to 40 carbon 

atoms; 

(III) a water phase; 

(IV) from 0 to 3 % by weight of a lipid phase, based on a total weight of the preparation;
